TANNERSVILLE (N. Y.) July 2.— 
A letter from Dr. Max Nordau of Paris 
containing a strong appeal! for the sup- 
port of the already established Jewish 
institutions in Palestine aroused 
much esthusiasm at today's session of 
the Federation of American Zionists 
here. 

Much interest, also, was shown in 
a communication from Prof. Otto 
Warburg, head of the Palestine Com- 
mission, which pointed out the polit- 
ical, industrial and agricultural posst- 
bilities of Palestine. Particular stress 
was laid upon the favorable attitude 
now evinced toward Jewish coloniza- 
tion In Palestine by the Turkish gov- 
ernment. The commission recom- 
mended the organization of commer- 
cial, industrial and agricultura! com- 
missions for the exploitation of the 
resources of Palestine. 

Dr. H. P. Mendes, president of the 
American branch of the Jewish Terri- 
tory Association, startied the conven- 
tion by deéciaring that the report of 
the commission, which comes ata crit-

WASHINGTON, July 2—Secretary 
Witson of the Department of Agricul- 
ture hda decided not to enter upon his 
annual vacation until he has completed 
the organization necessary to put into 
operation the new meat inepection law.

Supervision and Inspection 
will be extended from the pasture to 
the packers. The Federal stamp upon 
the can will be a guarantee, not only 
of the healthiness of the antma!l, but 
also that the product was prepared in 
eanitary surroundings, and with the 
addition of no deleterious chemical or 
preservatives. Any meat food product 
bearing the government stamp will be 
fit for food. 

“With this law in operation, ft may 
be accounted as a fact that for health- 
fulness and purity the prepared or 
canned product will compare favoral’ 
with the fresh meat of the United 
States, which is, and always has been, 
the finest 'n the world. : 

“The new law is comprehensive, the 
means for its enforcement are ample, 
and its execution will be thorough. 
People at home and abroad may use 
our meats in confidence.”

“PENNSY’S” IMPARTIALITY. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 2.—A pre- 
liminary fepert of the special com- 
mittee of the board of directors of the 
Pennsylvania Reilroad Company, re- 
cently appointed to investigate alleged 
discriminations in the distribution of 
coal cars, as revealed at the hearinuzs 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, was submitted today to the full 
board of the company. After a short 
discussion, the report was unanimously

The committee, after stating that it 
had been requested to extend its f- 
vestigation to all companies controlled 
by the Pennsylvania Ratlroad, and 
that it has carefully considered the 
testimony taken by .the Interstate 
Commefce Commission, says that the 
testimony showed “that of more than 
three hundred operators of bituminous 
coal mines situated on the lines of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
than ten operators tn all have testi- 
fied that they believed themeelves to 
have been unfairly discriminated 
against, either “In the distribution o£ 
cars or in the matter of sidings con- 
——— mine workings with the rail- 
road line.” 


The report says that the question of 
rrivately owned coal care is not a new 
question, nor one which admits of an 
offhand solution. It continues:

HE PRESIDENT'S CRITICS. 

An anonymous critic of the Pres- 
ident, who is referred to as a “mem- 
ber of the Agriculiural Committee,” 
complains of “the exertion of Execu- 
pressure upon tre coérdinate 
‘{slative branch of the government to 
ln degree never before attempted in 
ithis country,” and of “the extension of 
Federal supervision of State, domestic 


vein, this alleged member of the Agri- 
cultural Committee declares that: 

“The entire session has been a strug- 
gle on the part of Congress against 
Executive encroachment, the aggres 
sion of the Executive being open an‘ 
uaconcesied. He has han-imered Con- 
gress on the railroad rate, pure food, 
meat inspection and immigration 
bills, all worthy measures, demanded 
by the country. But the point is that 
he has gone beyond the Executive pre 
rogative of recommending legislation 
and has essayed to shape and mould 
it in every stage of its progress be- 
tween the two houses. It has been 
‘his legislation,’ not» Congress's. He 
has not hesitated at times to cast the 
deciding vote in the inevitable con- 
troversies between the two branches 
of the national Legislature and to take 
it upon himself to ‘unyield’ in behalf 
of one of the houses. His amazing 
ingenuousness upon these occasioas 
has simply dazed Congress, and before 
it woke up he was ‘off with the 
goods.’ ” 

it is not difficult to answer all that 
may be said against the President by 
his critics. The people are unques- 
tionably with him, and they “love him 
for the enemies he has made.” It is 
not to be denied that the President 
pursued an aggressive course during 
the session of Congress just ended. 
But it is apparent to any unbiased ob- 
server that the exigencies of the sit- 
nation demanded such a course, and 
the Chief Executive simply executed 
the public will. The integrity of his 
motives cannot justly be impugned. If 
he has “hammered Congress” on the 
rate bill, the pure food bill, the meat 
inspection bill, and other highly im- 
portant reforms, it was because Con- 
gress needed to be hathmered and the 
people wanted the President to do it. 
On some of these important reform 
measures Congress has delayed and 
dilly-dallied for years. It was time. 
and past time, for the legislative 
branch of the government to bestir it- 
self and to enact laws which were de- 
manded by the people. Nothing was 
more needed than the influence of a 
strong and intrepid man like Roose- 
velt to stiffen the backbones of weak- 
ling Congressmmen and to place ser-' 
vile Senators on record. 

If the. President has been more ag- 
gressive than some of his predeces- 
sors, it was the aggressiveness of 
righteousness and justice, and it was 
in obedience to public demands, ex- 
pressed openly. and with much una- 
nimity, from all sections of the coun- 
try.

It is not often that the wires 
carry to the newspapers of the world 
the sad account of a great railway ac- 
cident In any part of Western Europe, 
and least often of al! in England. The 
accidents on American railways for 
the past ten years have been the sub 
ject of frequent and decidedly severe 
criticiem on the part of the press of 
all Western Europe. 


create an entirely false impression. It 
has been an easy matter to criticise 
severely the management of American 
railroads by taking the annua] statis- 
ties showing In a bald way the aggre- 
gate number of accidents occurring 
during the year, and the aggregate 
number of deaths resulting from these 
numerous accidents. The percentage 
of deaths and injuries inflicted by 
American railroad accidents as com- 
yared with the percentage in Purope 
would still show very unfavorably for 
America. 

To attain a just comprehension of 
this whole matter, several facts con- 
nected with the operation of railroats 
in America and in Europe would need 
to be taken into account. There fs no 
disposition to make less the responst- 
bility of our railroad managers or to 
excuse them from carelessness, negll- 
gence or blundering. But indiscrim- 
inate condemnation is never the best 
way to reach reforms. It Is necessary 
to be just In order to be properly se 
vere in one’s criticism. In Western 
Europe single-track railroads are al- 
most unknown. Two and even four- 
track lines are the rule. With very 
few exceptions, there are no immense. 
rugged mountain chains to pass with 
these European railroads. Nor are 
there, even in the country, as a rule,

HE NEWEST TRUST. 

People in general will look with 
many misgivings—not to use a strong: 
er term—upon the announcement of 
the formation of a new trust, with 
enormous capital, for the declared pur- 
pose of controlling the country’s sup- 
ply of butter, milk, eggs and chickens. 
These necessaries of life are of im- 
mense value, in the aggregate, and 
the possibility that they may be 
brought under the control of a gigan- 
tic monopoly is not at all pleasant to 
contemplate. It fs claimed, on behalf 
of this proposed trust, that its object 
is really beneficent; that under its 
acheme of operations the commodities 
named will be cheaper, more whole- 
some, more uniform in price,and more 
acceptable to the consuming public. 
We have heard this siren song before. 
We are all familiar with the tunes to 
which ft has been sung by the coal 
trust, the beef trust, the labor trust, 
and numerous others with alms more 
or less vicious. The song has anything 
but a pleasant sound in the ears of the 
public. 


All monopolies are vicious In pro 
portion as they shut the door of op- 
portunity in the faces of other men— 
men not Included in the combine. They 
are also hurtful In proportion as they 
affect the necessaries of life. What 
dependable guaranty have the people 
that this new monopoly, which has 
named itself the American Farm Prod- 
ucts Company, will keep its promise to 
sell the products which it intends to 
control any cheaper than the same 
products are now sold? What guarap- 
ty can we have that the products will 
be more wholesome? The organiza- 


tion aims at unlimited control of 


these commodities. It is announced 
that it can place in {ts treasury, with- 
in thirty days, if necessary, the enor- 


mous sum of one hundred millions 
of dollars. With this great amount of 
capital, if not interfered with by the 
law, the trust could doubtless secure 


a virtual monopoly in the line of its 
operations. The possession of great 
power is an ever-present temptation 
to abuse it, as we have often learned 


by costly experience in the past. What 


would prevent the American Farm 
Products trust from demanding and 


receiving extortionate prices for its 
products if it should succeed In cor- 


nering the market?

Needy Men Sent Out to Fight 
Death on the Desert. 


Board Orders That ‘Agencies 
Must Be Regulated Anew, 


Charging that some of the employ- 
ment offices In this city are conducted 
by pitiless swindlers who use the jure 
of a steady job to rob needy men and 
women of their last dollar and send 
them out on the desert to fight against 
death, Chief Auble asked the Police 
Board last night for an ordinance plac- 
Ing all employment agencies under po- 
lice regulation. 

After hearing the Chief's statement 
of existing conditions, the Police Com- 
mission sent a recommendation to the 
Council that an ordinance be paased re- 
quiring all employment agencies to 
secure licenses from thé~Police Board. 

AUBLE’S RECOMMENDATION. 


Chief Auble made the followtng writ- 
ten recommendation to the Police 


Board: 

“I desire to recommend to your hon- 
orable body that you vest the City 
Council to pass an ordinance which 
shall require persons desiring licenses 
to conduct employment offices to first 
procure permits for such licenses from 
the Police Commission under such rea- 
sonable regulations as the City Attor- 
ney may deem legal. 

A THOUSAND COMPLAINTS. 

“We ought to have some way of 
controlling such places, as we have re- 
ceived, it is hardly an exaggeration to 
say, a thousand complaints that many 
of such places take the last dollar that 
a workingman has, and then refuse to 
give him either a job or his money 
back, or, instead, will send him off on 
a long trip to some place 
finds, upon arrival, that there is no 


MEN SENT TO DESBDRT. 

“Some of the most pathetic cases 
that have come to this department are 
the outgrowth of these employment 
agency frauds,” said Chief Auble to 
the board. “I have known cases where 
these vampires take a workingman’s 
last dollar and send him to Arisona. 
out on the desert, to places where there 
is no work and no of it. At 
times these poor devils find themselves 
at way stations without food or water. 
The sufferings of the victims from 
thirst and privation is something awful 
to contemplate. 

“We have no way to get at these em- 
ployment people. They make an ap- 
plicant sign 


signs away all his rights, gives up 

his money in hopes to obtain work, and 

then is sent out on the desert to die. 
LAWYERS PROTECT THEM. 


“If the agents were required to get 
licenses from the Police Board,” con- 
tinued Chief Auble, “we could investi- 
gate the places they conduct. As things 
are now, we cannot prosecute the 
agencies. We cannot get proper legal 
complaints, as their attorneys have 
managed to protect them against ex- 
isting ordinances.” 

Clerk McKeag supplemented the re- 
port of Chief Auble by relating in- 
stances where complaints have been 
made at the Mayor's office. 

DRIVEN ALMOST CRAZY. 

“T have known a number of in- 
stances,” said McKeag, “where people 
secking work have given up their last 
5-cent piece and received nothing. 
They came to me, just about crazy.” 

This was enough for the Police Com- 
miseioners. They voted unanimously 
to recommend to the Council] that all 
agencies be required to secure licenses 
from the Police Board in the same way 
that pool and billiard hall licensés are 
gotten. 

WILL OUST BWINDLERS. 

The city maintains a free labor bu- 
reau. The deputy in charge does not 
make as rogeate promises as the ghouls 
in charge of some certain cut-throat 
employment offices. The decisive ac- 
tion of the board will, no doubt, rid the 
city of the ‘swindlers who have sent 
men to the desert and other out-of- 
the-way places, where they almost 
perished for the want of food 
water.
